CoMMENTS. 

No funds were received from the State for State Aid Road Con- 
struction, 3rd Class Road Construction, or Unimproved Road work for 
the year, hence the 1942 accounts are held open for the 1943-4 year. 

The amounts appropriated for Snow Fence, to Advertise Wilton, 
and for New Street Light Fixtures are carried forward as the money 
could not' be spent to advantage for the purposes intended, under present 
conditions. 

The balance in the Town Poor account is carried forward, as the 
amount is enough so that it should care for all foreseeable expense in 
1943-4 under this account. 

The State overpaid 50c on the State Poor Account, which amount 
is transferred to the Contingent Fund. This partially offsets the 72c 
the State did not pay on the 1941-2 account, as mentioned in last year’s 
report. | 

__ An account has been opened to cover deductions from Teacher’s 
Salaries, and Highway payrolls, for the Victory Tax.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Wilton: 


This is my Eighteenth Annual Report. 

We are in trying times for our schools at present with no prospect 
of conditions becoming any better while the war lasts. We are facing 
many problems never before experienced in our schools. For the du- 
ration I see no other way than to carry on our regular work as far as 
possible and cooperate fully in the war effort. This we are doing to 
the best of our ability. But to expect as much in the line of school 
accomplishment as in the past simply is not in the cards. It seems that 
there are more important things to be done at present than in carrying 
out our regular School program. When called upon, our teachers are 
willingly doing all in their power to do their part in helping toward 
ultimate victory for the cause of Freedom. At the same time they are 
striving earnestly and sincerely to do their regular work. They are 
meeting with a high degree of success in this. 

There is some unrest due to our relatively low salaries and to the 
advancing cost of living. I don’t know as you can blame the teachers 
for this. When you see inexperienced boys of seventeen and eighteen 
getting such fantastic salaries as are being given freely it makes one 
wonder at times if school teaching after all is so important. At present 
a person engaged in teaching simply must sacrifice a lot in the way 
of salary for the sake of the profession. 

To be sure a teacher’s position is secure whether times are good 
or bad and these others may be left without jobs overnight. One can 
argue along this line for some time but it is not so very convincing 
after all. Professionally minded teachers think first of doing well 
their job, yet it does take money to pay bills in times like these. While 
our payroll is the highest it has ever been, still I feel that it must be 
raised still more. It is poor economy. to let a teacher of successful ex- 
perience go on account of salary and then have to go out and employ 
a teacher with no experience at all or else a second rate teacher or even 
one who has not taught for years and then pay them practically as 
much as the one who leaves. 
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We have had more changes in our teaching force this year than 
ever before within my memory. For the most part, however, our corps 
of teachers is doing a fine job. 

The different rationing jobs they have carried thru successfully 
with the help of citizens who have gladly assisted them. Scrap drives, 
War Saving campaigns, etc., etc., have all been and are being carried 
on efficiently. The great majority of our children are buying War 
Stamps regularly and in very substantial amounts. 

We are about to be called upon to issue War Ration Book II and 
when that is done War Ration Book HI will soon be on hand. In 
carrying out these assignments we shall have to call upon many citizens 
to help in this work. I know you will respond gladly when called upon. 

Last summer we did very little in the way of school repairs, as 
we lost the old crew which has done such fine work during the years 
that have passed. However, we did the necessary cleaning of buildings 
and built a new set of steps at the Central School and have put double 
windows on the north west room at Dryden. 

In closing I wish to thank all concerned who have helped in mak- 
ing the last year’s work enjoyable and successful. I can assure you that 
the schools will do their level best to aid all the many outside activities 
which we are being called upon to do by the State Dept. of Education 
as well as by other agencies.

The war situation seriously affects our secondary schools. Our 
easy going attitudes now must change. We must leap into action and 
produce a secondary school in keeping with the present day living con- 
ditions. We have been told that our school curriculum has lagged far 
behind the present day requirements. If this is true, we as secondary 
schoal leaders have missed our real objectives and left the job to other 
agencies to produce leaders. 

With every mail comes a request that we train boys and girls in 
these subjects: mathematics, radio communication, the Morse code, 
combustion engines and shop practices. It would seem that our edu- 
cational standards of yesterday are at least for the time being, to be 
scrapped in favor of war-time refresher courses. It is true, that to a 
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large number, these courses will be of interest and few will show a real 
aptitude. 

The question that faces every educator today, as much as we would 
like to round out our program with war requirements of a technical 
type, is that there are still those who need a general training, a classical 
training, a home-making training. If we lose sight of this, our education 
will be aimed solely on a few narrow objectives, but not broad enough 
to cover our educational needs in a post-war period. 

At Wilton Academy we have changed several of our courses to 
meet these demands. I am convinced that this revamped school curri- 
culum as recommended by many of our educational experts, can hit 
only a limited number. At Wilton Academy we shall also keep in 
mind, for the time being, a few of the broader principles for which we 
have been aiming. 

This is the time for educational leadership, and if we are to do 
well the jobs assigned us and gain our Nation’s respect, in this time of 
emergency, it is for us as parents, teachers and townspeople to work 
hard on the job, selecting and processing the material we have at hand. 

The enrollment at Wilton Academy this year is not so large as in 
previous years nor has our holding power been so good. This is, how- 
ever, due in part to the unsettled conditions throughout our land, and 
the scarcity of people to fill the vacant jobs left by boys already in the 
service. To this end, parents are in many cases not taking a long 
range view in allowing these boys and girls to leave school for the. more 
renumerative jobs that may be had at this time. I believe these same 
students are going to be greatly handicapped by the lack of school train- 
ing in the tight labor market of years that are sure to come, and when 
they attempt to adjust themselves to normal life. 

Wilton Academy is endeavoring through vocational guidance and 
pre-induction courses to prepare these boys and girls for a more ade- 
quate life, whether it is in service of their country as a soldier, sailor, 
or in home front activities. 

Wilton Academy, as I have stated, justifies its course at this time 
as a progressive school in that it has a mind for the future of our boys 
and girls, and keeping in mind that we can win the war and lose the - 
peace through the loss of cooperation and respect for the fundamental 
aims of all education. 

Wilton Academy’s war effort activities comprise a course in Aero- 
nautics, a pre-flight training course, a course in basic mathematics, a 
course in first aid, a course in machines and a vigorous Physical Edu- 
cation program. 
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‘Wilton Academy students have, since last Fall, contributed the 
following to the community as their part of the war effort: 

There were 41 boys who worked on farms, either picking apples, 
picking corn, cutting corn fodder or picking potatoes. Six boys worked 
in the packing company. 

There were 31 girls that were aiding in picking apples, making a 
total of 72 students who were assisting the farmer to get his crops. 

We have had a large number of our students aid in getting names 
for sugar rationing, others have aided in collecting scrap, others worked 
for the Red Cross, while others have taken their turn at the observation 
posts in the town. 

I am sure that Wilton Academy has been willing at all times to do 
its bit. 

We would appreciate it if the leaders of these respective Civilian 
Defense groups in town would call upon our school to aid them in any 
way that we are able. The person or persons should get in touch with 
Miss Pauline Hall, supervisor of the Victory Corps. 

This spring another National Defense Course will be carried out 
for the Care and Operation of Farm Machinery. This will be under 
the direction of Mr. Milton Bradford, instructor of Agriculture. 

The Home Economics course, under the able direction of Miss 
Eloise Macomber, has in the past, and is doing a good job in furnishing 
a diet on rationing information through Home Economic classes and 
students. A course in food care and processing will be taken up this 
spring. 

When this war is over, this country and the world will be con- 
fronted by problems which are extremely complex and difficult. Un- 
less these problems are wisely held, permanent peace and _ stability 
will not be achieved. 

We cannot afford to make mistakes dealing with questions which 
are sure to face us. Mistakes might result in a terrible destruction and 
terrible class wars, and hence, the danger of dictatorship. We can deal 
wisely only with these questions if we understand them, and no one 
can understand them unless they study them. 

Students in other Nations are not studying such problems as these. 
In other countries it is practically a black-out in education. They prac- 
tice little except war making. We must do some of this but we must 
not make the mistake to do it all this way. 

The students of the United States have a chance to become the 
best informed students in the world and the best prepared to deal with 
the most vital and complex problems when this war is over.

If we as headmasters and teachers forget to arrange our program 
so that students may spend time in studying these current problems, 
we are indeed shirkers of our great responsibility. 

In closing, permit me to say that the activities though pret and 
restricted somewhat, are playing about the usual part in our school 
program. We believe in these activities as a means to an end and not 
an end in themselves. The loyalty and cooperation given by both 
faculty, teachers and townspeople, cannot but assure me that the right 
kind of philosophy prevails. | 

I am pleased, at this time, to extend a cordial invitation to parents 
and friends of our school to visit, and we invite criticism whenever 
that criticism may mean constructive and progressive activity for our 
school. 

I take this time to thank the school officials for their cooperation 
and continued support and I appreciate their interest in our endeavors.

The fifteenth annual report of the Nursing Service is submitted, 
covering a period beginning January 1, 1942 and ending December 
31,°1942. | 

In reviewing the work for the year we are impressed with the 
gradual change in our program as some old routine procedures have 
been dropped in order to assume new responsibilities. 

Our entrance into the war made everyone realize that health was 
one of the most important factors in winning it, and it also brought 
out the fact that each one of us is responsible for maintaining our own 
health as one part in building a strong community. The courses in 
Nutrition and Home Nursing were sponsored to help in doing this. 

The Department of Education has decreed that the school must 
accept more responsibility and the excellent programs carried by part 
of the teachers must be adopted by all. This might make it appear 
that the nurse would be relieved of some routine details in order that 
she can take on specific things that only she can do. 

The public health nurse in each community has national recogni- 
tion as the one person who has the confidence of the people and the 
understanding of their problems. Her training in public health and 
social service is being utilized by the government, Red Cross, and other 
national groups. At every turn we are told that this war is being fought 
in our homes as well as on the front. This is true in many ways, one 
of which we illustrate. The army says that a soldier who has home 
worries is not a good soldier, consequently he is encouraged to confide 
in his commanding officer who asks the Red Cross Field Director 
stationed in each camp to investigate. By them the public health nurse 
is used as the connecting link between the army and home. Most of 
these are health problems although there usually is a social aspect. 

The newspapers and magazines have told you that with the first 
mobilization of troops, the United States Public Health Service insti- 
tuted a venereal disease program directed towards prevention and more 
adequate control than was enforced in the last war. With so many 
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soldiers stationed in Maine and defense areas, in regard to this menace, 
we have been asked to cooperate with official agencies. The cooperation 
we have received has been gratifying as it shows that the attitude of the 
public has changed and we now accept this as a public health pisiiers 
instead of blindly refusing to see it in our midst. 


The shortage of doctors and nurses is felt by all public health 
services, and we find that it increases our responsibilities. Your nurse 
was asked to participate by acting as County Nurse Deputy, Emergency 
Medical Services, Office of Civilian Defense. Since this applies not 
only to work in casualty stations and first aid posts during an emergency, 
but pertains to placing of available nurses in hospitals and homes dur- 
ing any disaster, as epidemics, etc., programs of study and practice are 
being planned whereby inactive nurses will be prepared to serve their 
community. 


A great deal of emphasis en been placed on the’ prevention of 
communicable diseases as they are increasing, and the usual care may 
not be available. We are urged to take advantage of all prophylatic 
measures offered as well as to observe the rules and regulations of the 
health department made for our protection. The number of immuniza- 
tions done in Wilton has exceeded all other years, although there are 
still too many of our children unprotected. 


The practice of X-raying all selectees has proven the claim of 
statisticians who say that every community has its ratio of unsuspected 
active cases of tuberculosis. Reports have shown that this is true in 
Wilton. We wish it were possible to carry this practice into civilian 
life. We do offer chest X-rays at cost at the annual diagnostic clinic 
held at the Academy. In November twenty-one from Wilton were 
done, and should there be enough interest the clinic might be repeated 
at a later date. Tuberculosis death rates always increase in times of 
stress but by constant vigil and education of the public the development 
of many cases may be avoided. We plan to do some tests throughout 
the year, and our educational projects, the Tuberculosis unit in the 
eighth grade and Early Diagnosis Campaign in April, are continued 
each year. 


Transportation has always been a problem, and under existing 
conditions it is a great handicap to our corrective programs in the 
schools. Due to this the dental clinics at the hospital were discontinued 
last spring. The resignation of Miss Bennett, North Franklin Nurse, 
who acted as Physiotherapist at the orthopedic clinic held at the hospi- 
tal, will be felt as she rendered valuable services to our children which 
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will not be duplicated. We have had no regular social worker this 
year and this has added to our duties as there are conditions which 
cannot be ignored and much more time is involved in reporting to the 
proper authority. : 

We endeavor to carry out our usual program as far as war time 
conditions permit, but to homes and schools many minor details must 
be delegated. Community health will be no less important in 1943, 
and whatever your problem may be, your nursing service is always 
ready to aid you in solving it.
